SEAMEN OF COLLIER MINNEOLA IN- 
DUCED TO QUIT.

Eight Gailors Desert the, Vessel, but 
She Unloads and Departs op Schedule 
Time—Electric Railroad Law Defined 
at Santa Monica. 


SANTA MONICA, Aug. 15.—[From

SOME LEGAL POINTS. — 
Pursuant to the request of the Town 
Trustees as to the railway franchise 


right to grant permission to a steam 
road to use any of its streets, pro- 
vided abutting property owners re- 
ceive a reasonable compensation for 
the privilege. 

Second—The board has no right to 
grant a franchise to an electric. road, 
except under the provisiong of the 
Broughton law. 

Third—When a competing road 


reaches the town limits it may run over 


the tracks of the original road for five 
blocks. 


Fourth—The board has to 
grant the franchise petiti for by 
the Ganta Monica, Ocean Park and Re-
